NEW COMMERCIAL PLANT 


The Territorial Seed Company of Cottage Grove, Oregon, introduced a plant in 
2014 that sprouts both tomatoes and potatoes. They aptly named it the “Ketchup 
"n! Fries” plant. 

Grafting (rather than genetic modification) splices the tomato onto the potato 


plant to create individual plants capable of harvests of 500 red cherry tomatoes 
and 4.5 pounds of potatoes each. 


The grafted combination was a tremendous success when first introduced to 
home gardeners in the United Kingdom last year. 


Tomatoes are members of the potato family and are therefore naturally 
compatible with potatoes. Each Ketchup ’n’ Fries plant is hand-grafted 
to create this unique double cropping novelty.
